BOSTON TO LOWELL.

The Chinese Flee From Rain, 

It is one of the peculiarities of the 
Chinese to carefully avoid being 
caught in the rain. ‘The chief reason 
for this is that they have a superstt- 
tion that drops of rain falling on the 
halr breed vermin, which, with thetr 
very long hair, is very difficult for 
them to get rid of. They are, however, 
equally careful not to wet their feet. 
Their care of their feet 1s not alto- 
gether due to the fact that the soles 
of their shoes are made of pasteboard 
and Mable to be injured by soaking, 
but also because they believe that sore 
feet are brought about by getting them 
damp. 

This fear of the Chinese of ratin- 
storms has had a peculiar effect on 
their mobs and armies, At the time 
of the massacre of 1870 at Tien-tsin 
the mob, after it had burned the 
French consulate, the cathedral and 
conyent, had destroyed the orphanage 
of the Sisters of Charity and had mur- 
dered the consul, all the sisters and 
several priests, started toward the oth- 
er settlement, determined to put all 
foreigners to death. The cathedral be- 
hind them was in flames, and the mob, 
fresh from the torture of nuns, was 
hungry for blood, It started down 
the Taku road with frenzied shouts 
and the beating of drums and gongs, 
when suddenly it began to rain. That 
wis the end of the massacre. The 
Chinese covered their heads and scat- 
tered.--Leslie's Weekly,

A Russian paper gives an interesting 
insight into the way they do things on 
the Siberian railway. 

A merchant recently sent a carload 
of fruit from Irkutsk to Chita, The 
railway charges were 170 rubles, but 
the tips to railway officials amounted 
to 120 rubles more, 

Tipping, or “greasing,” as it Is called 
{n Siberia, is a tax from wich no pa- 
tron of the railway is exempt. 

In the case mentioned the first sta- 
tlon master told the merchant that the 
loaded car was “sick,” or disabled, 
and would have to be side tracked for 
repairs, 

“How long will it take to make the 
repairs?” the merchant asked. 

“Oh, a week at least,” was the an- 
swer. 

The merchant started, for a week's 
delay meant the spoiling of his cargo, 
and, besides, it was ordered for {mme- 
diate delivery. But when the fruit 
dealer had slipped 10 or 15 rubles into 
the official’s hand the latter found that 
the car was well enough to travel. 

At the next station the car fell ill 
again and had to be restored to health 
{in the same manner, and this process 


was repeated every time the train 
stopped. 
Local merchants have become used 


to this “greasing” business and simply 
add the amount to the price of their 
Wares, so that the consumer pays the 
freight and the tips as well.

HUNTING SWORDFISH 


| IRONING THE BIG FELLOWS IN THE 


NORTH ATLANTIC. 


Are 
the Battery Upon Whom Success 
Depends, While the Doryman 
Work In the Moat Novel and iixcit- 


It was toward the close of a Friday 


afternoon that we sighted our first 
swordfish. We had been working our 
Way out toward George's Banks 


against variable head winds for three 
days and were lounging about the 
schooner’s deck thoroughly tired of do- 
ing nothing when a cry from the mast- 
head sent every man scurrying to his 
place like the last bell at school. 

“Hard up! Ward up!” 
“Steady her!” 

“Keep off a little!” 
“Hard down!” 

It was all over in a minute. The 
vessel bore down as true as a whistle 
for the fish, the striker lroned him 
securely, the warp whizzed through the 
cook’s hands until it was all played out 
and the barrel buoy thrown overboard, 
a dory was lowered away with a rush, | 
and one of the men rowed off to baul 
the catch, while the schooner continued 
her course on the lookout for another. 

There were eight of us on board, in- 
cluding the skipper and the cook, and 
except myself all “down east” tisher- 
men who had hunted the swordfish for 
many seasons. The hold of our schoon- 
er was filled with ice, and we had 
fitted with provisions enough to stay 
out a month if necessary in order to 
get a good load of fish. Most of the 
swordfish that are taken on the New 
England coast come from George's 
Banks, a high ledge about 50 miles 
each way, covered by 80 or 40 fathoms 
of water, which lies about 300 miles 
east of New York and fs the great fish- 
ing ground of the north Atlantic. The 
swordfish make this their summer | 
home, usually from about the middle 
of June to the middle of September. 

There are at least six places to be 
filled on a vessel when catching sword- 
fish, and the average crew contains 
from 8 to 12 men. These must be a 
mastheadman, wio watches for the 
fish as they swim along near the top of 
the water, their back and tail fins just 
above the surface, and whose work it | 
is when one has been sighted to call 
out directions to the man at the wheel 
80 as to put the vessel close to the fish. 
Then there is the striker, who stands 
on a small stand at the head of the 
bowsprit to iron the fish when it comes 
within reach. For this purpose he has 
a long pole with an iron pike on the | 
end of it. To the end of the pike Is at- 
tached a dart which in turn is fasten- 
The | 


coiled up on the deck with Its farther 
end made fast to a barrel buoy. In 
froning a fish the dart is thrust right 
through him, leaving it buttoned on the 
other side when the pole is drawn out. 

As soon nas a fish is struck he heads 
for bottom, and it is the work of the 
warp tender, who {is commonly the 
cook, to pay off the warp carefully and 
throw overboard the barrel buoy when 
it is all gone. Then a doryman rows 
out, picks up the barrel and hauls on 
his fish until he has tired him enough 
to pull him alongside of the dory, when 
he lances him in the gills, catches his 
tail with a gaff, runs a strap around it 


| and makes the fish fast to the dory un- 


| and 


til the schooner returns and hoists the 
eatch aboard. In addition to these 
four places there must be a helmsman 
a man to tend sheets. As most 
boats carry four dories, moreover, 
there must be hands enough to man all 
these at once if necessary, the dorymen 
who are not otherwise engaged staying 
with the mastheadman on the foretop- 
mast, which instead of baving a sail is 
rigged with a number of seats, the top 
one of which is known as the crow’s 
hest. 

Although we were always well fed, 
we ate no fresh meat during the trip. 
Corned beef, salt horse, “chicken,” all- 
as smoked herring, and slack salted

To disregard his 
mandates and contemptuously assail the 
dignity of the high office which he so 
ably fills is establishing a pernicious 
precedent that may seriously intertere 
with the performance of public duties 
hereafter. In confirmation of the sus- 
picions which the observant persons 
above named entertain respecting the 
matter of taking bits, cte., they site 
the passage of three measures over the 
Mayor’s vetoes last week, and there 
rest their case for the present. 


fF The Superintendent of Public 
[Instruction in Minvesota complains of 
the system of public school instruction 
which fills the High School courses 
with studies which are adapted only to 
the small proportion of the pupils who 
are to go to college. Most of the 
practical, useful information permitted 
to pupils in the public schools is im- 
parted, he adds, before they are thir- 
teen years old, and it follows that they 
can have only a child's view and un- 
derstanding of such studies. Such 
criticisms are reckoned rank heresy iv 
some quarters, but they are many par- 
ents aud nota few teachers who will 
sympathize with them.—Boston Jour-

“He walked leisurely out to his en- 
gine, and I went to the lunch shanty 
just below the station and ate up two 
days’ salary before I discovered how 
determined the keeper was to have 
plenty of money to support his old 
age. 

“The next day I didn't go to the ho- 
tel, but staid near the station and 
plotted revenge. It was the custom to 
telegraph up from Wilcox the number 
of passengers who wanted meals at the 
Kane lunch shanty, and when I got the 
first message that night after vainly 
scheming all day an idea struck me. 
The message read, ‘Six suppers on 27.’ 
I made it read 26 and carried it to the 
lunch keeper, who fairly danced with 
glee at the unexpected rush. He un- 
doubtedly saw a Fifth avenue mansion 
for his old age. Just as 27 pulled in I 
rushed into the shanty with a message 
purporting to have come from Wilcox 
saying that at the last moment 20 pas- 
bengers had decided to stay there over- 
night to take part in a local political 
celebration, Flynn was furlous and 
went to the conductor for corrobora- 
tion, The latter heard with a grin the 
story of the 26 prepared suppers and, 
remembering his own experiences with 
Flynn's prices on two or three oceca- 
sions, simply shrugged his shoulders 
and said; 

“ ‘How e'n I help it?’ 

“Well, the loss of sleep that day and 
the excitement did me up, and about 11 
o'clock I found I couldn't keep my eyes 
open, I took the red lantern and nail 
ed the tin bottom to a tie in the middle 
of the track and went to the edge of 
the woods and lay down. When 1 
awoke, the day operator, who had been 
dragged out of bed two hours ahead of 
time, was getting the Philadelphia and 
Erie railroad system into operation 
again after a six hour suspension of 
service,

PRIVATE BURNS’ RISK, 


A Deed as Daring as Fanaton'’s by a 
Soldier In the Civil War, 
When the newspaper correspondents 
in the Philippines wrote the story of 
Colonel Funston swimming a river in 
the face of a hot fire from the Filipt- 
hos, the whole world admired his bray. 
ery, and a grateful government made 
him a general, Yet a South Bend (Ind.) 
man when but a lad performed a more 
flangerous feat tha Funston did and 
went unrewarded in proportion to 

what his decd deserved, 

When the civil war broke out, Mr, A. 
M. Burns was a bit of a lad 14 years 
old, living In a little town In Wiscon- 
sin. On the call for volunteers he ap 
plied to the nearest recruiting station, 
but the officer in charge laughed at 
him and told hing to go back home and 
grow some. But this did not discour- 
age him, and he applied to influential 
frends who secured him a place as a 
drummer boy with the Tenth Wiscon- 
sin, and he started out in the greatest 
glee, For a year he sounded the drum 
with this regiment, and at the end of 
that time he was discharged as a 
drummer, but Burns wauted to be a 
real soldier, and he went into the ranks 
With a musket on his shoulder for a 
three years’ term of service. He was 
in all the battles of the army of the 
Cumberland, including Chickamauga, 
and several times had a close call for 
his fe, 

On the afternoon of Sept. 20, 18638, 
Private Burns while in the van of a 
charge was shot through the leg above 
the knee. He received his wound 
about 4 o'clock In the afternoon, and 
all that night he lay on the battlefield, 
surrounded by the dead and dying, 
with shot and shell hurling over him. 
About 9 o’clock in the morning he was 
taken to the field hospital and his 
wound dressed. After weeks of pain 
he recovered and returned to his regi- 
ment and took part in the Atlanta cam- 
paign. 

It was at the Chattahoochee river 
that Private Burns performed the deed 
alluded to. The bridge had been de- 
stroyed, and the Confederates had a 
pontoon bridge, but it was on thtir side 
of the river. The troops of the two ar- 
mies fired at each other from opposite 
sides of the stream, and it looked for 
awhile as if the march of the Federal 
forces would be stopped. It was left 
to the Tenth Wisconsin to devise 
means for the crossing of the troops, 
and the colonel suggested that the pon- 
toon bridge be captured and called for 
volunteers to swim the river with a 
rope to be fastened to the bridge. 

Private Burns was the first man to 
step three paces to the front. Some of 
the older soldiers thought it would be 
a shame to send such a bit of a boy to 
almost certain death and tried to get 
him to stand aside and let an older 
man take his place. But Burns Insist- 
ed that he was the first volunteer and 
was entitled to the commission of the 
task, and the colonel, with tears in his 
eyes, told him to go ahead. 

As soon as it was dusk Private 
Burns slipped down to the river, but 
not until he had written a farewell let- 
ter to his home and intrusted it to his 
“aptain, to be sent if he did not come 
back. The rope was tied about his 
body under the arms, and he plunged 
into the deep, swift river. The swim- 
mer was soon lost sight of in the dark- 
ness, and it was three-quarters of an 
hour before he returned as silently as 
he had left. 

His comrades had gathered about the 
bank and were waiting in great sus- 
pense, and as he climbed up the bank 
the men picked up the boy and hugged 
him. He had tied the rope to the end 
of the bridge and cut the ropes with 
which the Confederates had fastened it 
to the south side of the river, and the 
soldiers began hauling it around. It 
was not long until the pontoon was in 
position, and the Wisconsin boys, with 
Private Burns in the front rank, charg- 
ed across the bridge, drove the Confed- 
erates back, and what happeied after 
that is a matter of history. 

Private Burns was the hero of the 
regiment, and he won his spurs over 
again in the Atlanta campaign and 
was mentioned several times in the dis- 
patches for bravery on the field. When 
his term of service had expired, Burns 
went home, but the sound of the gun 
was music to his ears, and he again 
volunteered, expecting to go as a pri- 
vate, but his old colonel insisted with 


the authorities at Washington that 
Burns deserved recognition for his 
services at the Chattahoochee river, 


and he was given a commission as cap- 
tain in the Forty-fourth Wisconsin and 
served nine months, returning home 
when there was no more fighting to do. 
~—Indianapolis News.

“The effect of a belief in the minds of 
the insurgents that this will be done has 
already prolonged the rebellion, and tn- 
creases the necessity for the continu- 
ance of a large army. It is now delay- 
ing full peace in the archipelago and the 
establishment of civil governments, and 
has influenced many of the insurgents 
against accepting the liberal terms of 
amnesty offered by General MacArthur 
under my direction. But for these false 
hopes a considerable reduction could 
have been had in our milltary establish- 
ment in the Philippines, and the realiza- 
tion of a stable government would be al- 
ready at hand.

More than this, we are 
asked to protect this minority in estab 
lishing a government, and to this end 
repress all opposition of the majority, 
We are required to set up a stable goy- 
ernment in the interest of those who have 
assailed our sovereignty and fired upon 
our soldiers, and then maintain it at 
any cost or sacrifice against its enemies 
within and against those having am.- 
bitious designs from without,”

“This man receiveth sinners and 
e@iteth with them.” What a great and | 
glorious truth is this which the Pharisees 
uttered in derision of Him whom they 
despised and sought to slay, As the 
Spirit says through Paul, “This is @ 
faithful saving and worthy of all ae 


ceptation that Christ Jesus came into the 
World to save sinners.” He Himself said, 
“The Son of Man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost’? (I ‘Tim. i, 15; 
Luke xix, 10). This chapter in which 
we lave two lessons and which is gener 
ally known as the parables of the lost 
sheep, the lost coin and the lost sen, 
might also be termed the chapter of the 
love of the Trinity for the lost, for we 
gee in the first parable the love of the 


| Good Shepherd, the Son of God; in the 


second, the love of the Spirit, and in the 
third, the love of the Father, while the 
inclination to go 


lost sheep suggests our 


astray, the lost coin our deaduess to out 
own condition, and the lost son shows | 
our selfishness and ingratitude. The de 


ficiency in each case makes manifest the 
love of God. 

8, 4. He reminds them of what they 
knew well, that if a man should lose one 
sheep, even though he had many left, he 
would leave those which were safe and 
seek the lost one till he should find ft. 
He did not imply that the scribes and 
Pharisees were safely in the fold, but 
they supposed they were, and fn their 
own estimation they needed no Saviour. 
They thanked God that they were not 
like the publicans and were not ashamed 


to tell God how good they were (Luke 
11, 12). For such self righteous 
people, who in their own estimation 


needed no redemption, the Saviour had 
none, but for such as felt their sinfulness 
and cried, “God be merciful to me, a sin- 
ner,”’ He had forgiveness and plenteous 
redemption. Irom the time when He 
sought Adam, hiding among the trees in 
the garden, with the question, “Where 
art 
lost. There is ever a seeking Saviour, 

5. “And when he hath found it he lay 
eth See 
the joy of the shepherd and the safety 
and rest of the lost one. He shall feed 
his flock like a shepherd: He shal! gather 
the lambs with his arm and carry them 
in His bosom. ‘The beloved of the Lord 
shall dwell in safety by Him, and the 
Lord shall cover him all the day long, 
and he shall dwell between his shoulders 
(Isa. xl, 11; Deut. xxwxiii, 12). We are 
apt to think more of our joy in our salva- 
tion than of our Lord's joy in saving us, 
and yet it is written, “He will save; He 


it on his shoulders, rejoicing.” 


will rejoice over thee with joy; He will 
rest in his love; He will joy over thee 
with singing’ (Zeph. iii, 17). The expres 
sion, “The joy of the Lord is your 


strength” (Neh. viii, 10) may suggest that 
the Lord's joy in His people and in car 
ing for them is our strength. 

6. “Rejoice with me, for I have found 
my sheep which was lost.” The shepherd 
reaches home with his lost one safe on 
his shoulders. There is no possibility of 
any one whom He rescues ever falling 
from His shoulders by the way. John 
x, 28, 29, makes this absolutely certain, 
and there are no contradictions in Serip 


ture. Joy must have fellowship; it can 
not be kept to oneself. We can easily 
understand this; but if this is the cus 


with the one who finds, how is it that the 
lost ones whom He tinds and whom [le 
makes so safe can keep their joy to them 
selves and not be longing to tell othe.s of 
the Saviour who has found them? 


7. “I say unto you that likewise joy | 
shall be in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth.”” The Son of God said this, 


and He came from heaven, and that is 
His home, to which He has returned and 
from which He and controls all 
things on the earth (John yi, 38; xvii, 11; 
Math. xxviii, 18, 19). The 99 who need 
ho repentance must refer to those who 
think they need no repentance, who, be- 
ing ignorant of God's righteousness and 
going about to establish their own right- 
eousness, have not submitted themselves 
to the righteousness of God (Rom. x, 3), 
but where one is convinced of sin and 
made willing to receive the salvation of 
the Lord such a one causes especial joy 
in heaven, 

8 “Seek diligently till she find it.’ 
This part of the parable continues to 
show one secking for that which has been 
lost. The chapter does not give us three 
parables, but one parable in three parts, 
for the phrase “this parable’ (verse 3) 
seems to include the whole chapter. The 
woman with the candle is suggestive of 
the church using the word in the power 
of the spirit. Adam and Eve are typical 
of Christ and the chureh (Eph, v, 31, 32), 
and in II Cor, xi, 2, the church is com- 
pared to a chaste virgin. In Ps. exix 
105, we read, “Thy word is a lamp (mar- 
gin, candle) unto my feet and a light unto 
my path.”’ In John vi, 68, our Lord said 
that His words were spirit and life. The 
i of silver makes one think of the 

sadness of a sinner to a sense of his 
condition, but the word that causes dry 
bones to live (Izek, xxxvii, 7) can give 
life to dead souls and even bring dead 
bodies from their graves, 

9. “Rejoice with me, for I have found 
the piece which I had lost.” It is possi- 
ble on this earth and in the midst of 
manifold trials to rejoice greatly with 
exceeding joy. Though sorrowful, we 


sees 


may be alway rejoicing (1 Pet. i, 6-8; 
II Cor. vi, 10). We may have tribulation 
and yet have untroubled hearts (John 


OT 


xvi, 38; xiv, 1, 27). To be privileged to 
be a channel of such life to a dead soul 
Is, next to one’s own salvation, the great 
est joy on earth, and others who know 
the joy of salvation are ready to rejoice 
with one who is so used of God. It is 
all the working of God, who worketh in 
us both to will and to do of His good 
pleasure (Phil, ii, 18; Heb, xiii, 21), To 
Him be the glory. 

10. “Likewise, I say unto you, there is 
joy in the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth.” Whilk 
no angel can experience the joys of re 
demption, they rejoice with those who 
are redeemed, See Rey. v, 11, 12. They 
are ministering spirits ministering to the 
heirs of salvation. They excel in strength 
and do His commandments, hearkening 
unto the voice of His word (Heb. i, 14; 


Ps. ciii, 20). They are our constant 
companions having continual aecess to 
God, and it m be that when a soul is 


saved the angels speedily make it known 
to the relatives of that who are in 
heaven. May we live to give joy on 


earth and in heaven,

During the time Bro. Couch was Edi- 
tor of Zhe World’s Crisis there ap- 
peared from time to time in his edi- 
torials extracts from a work by Daniel 
March, D. D., with the above title. 
The quotations were very sublime and 
impressive, and awakened in us a de- 
sire to read the book, bnt not until 
within a few months did we obtain the 
volume; and occasionally, at early 
dawn, ofter our Bible reading, we read 
a chapter in the book. We became so 
deeply interested in it that we longed 
to see the man who wrote it. We 
learned from Bro, Leathe, our foreman 
in the compositors’ room, that he was 
living in Woburn, Mass., but quite ad- 
vanced in life. 

That city being Bro. Leathe’s native 
place, we arranged with him some day 
to accompany us out, a distance of only 
tev miles, aud seek an interview with 
the author of this book, Accordingly, 
on the afternoon of June 26, we went 
to the place, passing the home of Bro, 
Leathe’s early childhood, which was 
romantically nestled among the trees 
on the margin of a large pond contain- 
ing several acres in area and surround- 
ed by very picturesque scenery. We 
paused for a few moments to gaze upon 
the pond where our brother spent many 
happy hours in his boyhood days; but 
from that home his fond parents had 
been borne to the silent mansions of the 
dead, leaving a lonesome look to the 
place to him, which time can never 
efface. 

Passing from here we called on some 
of bis surviving relatives, and, after 
a walk of nearly two miles, reached 
the large Congregational Church edifice 
where Dr, March had preached muny 
years. We found him ino bis study—a 
spacious room in tae rear of the build- 
ing, containing a large library ; bat the 
book most voticeable was the Bible, 
which appeared to be of easy access to 
this aged minister of the gospel, And, 
though «a stranger to bim, he met us 
with Christian greeting, and patiently 
answered our numerous questigns. 


is now Pastor Emeritus, but so active 
that he supplies pulpits quite often on the 
Sabbath, and sometimes preaches in the 
evening. He is a remarkably well pre- 
served man for one so far advanced in 
life, having travelled so extensively, 
and having been so close a student, and 
having been so great a worker, 

‘Night Scenes in the Bible’ was 
written years ago while he was pastor 
in Philadelphia, and was the work of 
one winter. Itis a large volume of 
nearly six hundred pages. * * * 

Dr. March was born in Millbury, 
Mass., July 21, 1816, ordained to the 
work of the gospel ministry in 1845, 
three times has crossed the waters to 
the old country, has visited every 
Capital in Europe except one, and in 
1870 and 1887 preached to the students 
of Robert College in Constantinople. 
He is a remarkably genial, kind- 
hearted, and a yery interesting and in- 
structive man with whom to converse. 
May the richest of heaven’s blessings 
attend him in his declining years.

Of Surviving Members of Democratic 
Cabinets Who Is For Bryanism. 


The Bryanites throughout the country 
have been so pleased over the fact that 
ex-Secretary Olney, a life-long Demo- 
erat, intended to support Bryan for the 
presidency this fall, that the Republican 
national committee took the trouble to 
look up the present political affiliations 
of all the men who were in the two 
Cleveland cabinets—the only Democratic 
cabinets since the war, 

There were 20 of these men in all, and 
of them Olney is the only one who has 
declared himself for Bryan.

In February, 1845, Brown 
the U.S, Navy and served on Board the 
Man-o'-War Columbus three years, at 
the end of which period he was honor- 
ably discharged, and for many years has 
been a pensioner, During this service 
the Columbus sailed around the world, 
going by way of Cape of Good Hope, 
and returning by Cape Horn. Luckily 
the Columbus had reached the coast of 
California in 1847, during the Mexican 
War, and was a principal ageney in 
securing that rich country to the United 
States, 

After his discharge from the Navy Mr. 
Brown returned to the employ of the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad and has con- 
tinued the same with it, and its succes- 
sor, the Boston & Maine Railroad, up to 
A year ago, wheu he was generously re- 
tired on a pension by that corporation. 
In 1850 Brown lost an arm in a railroad 
smashup near West Medford, since which 


date his principal employment on the 
road has been that of a gateman. He 
was sent to Nashua, N. H., in 1866, 


where he was in the same employ ment 
until 1879 or 80, when he was transferred 
to Woburn, which has been his home 
ever since. In Nashua he lived with 
Mr. Frank J. Green, a railroad man, and 


since he came here his home has been 
continuously with Mrs. Betsy F. Green, 
widow of Frank, Mrs. Julia F. Parker, 


and her son Mr, Harry F. Parker, all of 
whom were strongly attached to him. 

A few weeks ago Mr. Brown suffered 
a severe attack of malaria which was 
the primary cause of his death. Failing 
to gain health and strength General 
Supt. Sanborn and Southern Division 
Supt. Mr. W. G. Bean of the B. & M. 
Company, consulted with Station Agent 
Eaton and Mr. Harry F, Parker and 
finally concluded to take him to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, where 
he apparently improved until gangrene 
attacked his foot, which precluded all 
hopes. of recovery, He was brought 
back Monday, Novy. 26, just a week before 
his death and tenderly cared for by the 
Green and Parker family. Mr. Fred 
Olson and Me William O'Reiley, sue- 
cessors of gateman Brown, were frequent 
visitors to his sickroom. The officials of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad Company

From Capt. L. E. Hanson. 


The following interesting letter was 
of Company B, 43d Regiment of 
8. Army now doing gallant. service in 
subdueing and oivilizing the Tagalogs in 
the Philippine Islands, to his father at 
Someraworth, N. H., and published in 
Foster's Democrat at Dover, N. H. It is 
the first letter given to the public that 
has imparted reliable information re 
specting Capt. Hanson's official duties, 
and how he is diseharging them, in that 
far away clime, It will be read with 
lively interest by his many friends in 
Woburn, Boston and elsewhere. 
Carrigara, P. 1, Aug. 28, 1900, 
Dear Father:—Taps are blowing, 9 Pp. 
M. (8 P.M. is at hand now) bat will pen 
a few lines before going to bed. Since 
March, I have done very little in the 
line of correspondence. IL get so much 
writing every day except the days that 
Lam out “hiking” that at 
lad to let the pen go. Ll presume you 
lave sent the letters sent to George and 
now my work here. On March ist 1 
was appointed Captain of the Post and 
Inspector of Customs, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue and Provost Judge. ‘The 
territory includes the town of Barugo, 
six miles east of Carrigara. On May 20 
I was appointed Collector ot Internal 
Revenue for the Islands of Samar and 
Leyte, by Gen. Hughes, the Department 
Commander, upon recommendation of 
Colonel Murray, 43d Infantry. Am sta- 
tioned in a town _of 15,000 people and all 
the municipal affairs pass through my 
hands for approval, or otherwise. Add 
ing these to my Company work, you can 
well imagine that I don’t get much spare 
time. Notall the time am I at the desk, 
for there are yet many niggers in the 
woodpile and we havo to try and drive 
them out. Company B has certainly 
made a name for itself in the Philip 
pines for the amount of work it has 
done up to date. It has killed in action 
over 600 insurgents, with a loss of only 
one man killed (ambushed) and one 
severely wounded, but is now well. 
Colonel Murray avd Major Andrews | 
have both expressed themselves satisfied 
with the work here, I have recently | 
had forty men and a Lieutenant from 


Co. F, 43d, assigned to my District, 
making vow with the men away on de- 
tached service 130 men and 3 Lieuten- | 


ants to look after. LT returned yesterday | 
from a four days trip to Jaro and Alang 
Celang where | went to pay the men 
for May and June nearly $1800 American | 
money, and to give them rations. While 
down the valley the F Co, detachment 
had a fight the wight of the 25th in 
which a couple were killed and a private | 
severely wounded. He was brought to 
our post at Jaro, where he died in the 


afternoon. We buried him next morn 
ing with military honors, On the way 
home from Jaro that afternoon with | 


three sick men on a stretcher, we meta}! 
bunch of between forty and fifty insur 
gents. IL had only sixteen men with me 
and eight prisoners to carry the stretcher, 
I detailed four men to stay with the 
sick, then the rest of us went after them 
across a rice field to the woods about a 
mile distant. The mire was so deep that 
at times we were in up to our waists. | 
Evidently the niggers did not think we 
could go through it and did not try very 
much to get away. They soon changed 
their minds however, for when we had 
reached the woods we had killed four 
and wounded three more of them, 
captured two bolos and one steel spear, 
We were a hard looking lot of men 
when we got back to the sick men again, 
for we bad to return through the same 
mud. We were wet through when we 
started for them from the rain that had} 
fallen at Jaro, and on our return were | 
covered with black mud. We reached 
the barracks at 6 p.m. The distance 
between Carigara and Jaro is twelve} 


miles, measured when peopie were 
honest. * *

It is not generally known that Cin- 
cinnati has within her contines a half 
dozen factories that manufacture every 
day enough deadly poisons to annihi- 
late the entire population of the city. 

These factories ave carefully guarded 


from all intruders, and eyen the em- 
ployees have to be skilled in their 
work and be well aware of the risk 


they take before admittance is granted, 

Some of the poisous are so deadly 
that inhaling the fumes that arise from 
their manufacture would mean certain 
death. This is especially the case with 
anhydrous acid, a drug that is never 
placed on the market in its pure state, 
and even in the chemist’s laboratory it 
is handled with all the care that would 
be given to a poisonous reptile. If the 
fumes of this acid should escape, the 
chemist would never live to tell the 
tale. ‘The man who discovered it was 
killed by inhaling its fumes, and other 
men have met similar deaths, 

Probably the most dangerous of the 
drugs manufactured here is the cy- 
anide of potassium. Its fumes are 
said not to be poisonous, and one can 
work in the room where it is manufae- 


tured without fear, except that he 
must not touch it. The slightest quan- 
tity of the poison in its pure state 


would kill instantly if swallowed. The 
fumes from it have rather a 
pleasant odor, and it is said

A Noiseless Ring Game, 

The small rubber rings that are used 
in every household with which to seal 
preserve jars may be made the means 
of much amusement when a_ lively 
‘ame ts desired for the amusement of 
Yiends. First obtain a smooth head of 
a flour oF sugar barrel and see that the 


pieces are all fastened together, form 
tng a cireular board, or any smooth 


board about a square foot in size will 


serve the purpose. 

Procure ten coat hooks of medium 
and secure them into the board 
and mark above each book its number, 
ranging from No, 1 to No. 10, A hole 
may be made in the upper end of the 
board or a serew eye inserted by which 
to hang it upon a nail in the wall. 

No. 10 is a sort of a “bullseye,” and 
each player, having three of the rubber 
rings, takes turns in throwing them 
from a position about ten feet away, 
endeavoring to “hook” as many on the 
board as possible. A score is kept of 
the points gained by each player, the 
one first geMing 100 points being the 
Winner.

What o'clock is it?—Old Saying. 

Everybody knows, in a general way, 
that the finest place in the world is— 
or, alas, was—the Dutch borough of 


Vondervotteimittiss, Yet, as It Hes 
some distance from any of the main 
roads, being in a somewhat out of the 
way situation, there are perhaps very 
few of my readers who have ever paid 
it a visit. 

The site of the village is in a per- 
fectly circular valley, about a quarter 
of a mile in circumference, and entire- 
ly surrounded by gentle hills, over 
whose summit the people have never 
yet ventured to pass.

WOBURN’S FIGURES. 


An official report issued from the U. 
S. Census Bureau last week gives the 
population of Woburn on June 1, 
1900, as 14,254. In 1890 it was 18,- 
490. ‘The increase during that decade 
wae 764, and 75 since 1895. 

The increase was unexpected by 
most Woburn people. Owing to un- 
favorable manufacturing and trade con- 
ditions for tour or five years past it was 
expected by many that there would be 
considerable shrinkage in the papuln- 
tion of the city, and when the census 
report demonstrated that such was not 
the case, but that a small gain had been 
made, it created an agreeable surprise. 
Woburn has never gone backwards in 
the number of its people, but at no 
period has there been anything like a 
boom; her growth for the last 30 
years has been gradual but solid and 
permanent. We think a more rapid 
increase in the next decade may with 
confidence be predicted. 

Within 3 miles of Woburn Common 
there dwells a population of over 28,- 
000, and within 5 miles there are more 
than 87,000 inhabitants. 

Middlesex county has a population 
of 565,696, as against 431,167 in 
1890. 

Greater Boston, which includes 88 
towns and cities located within 10 or 
12 miles of the State House on Beacon 
Hill, has, according to the census of 
1900, a population of 1,162,197, an 
increase in 10 years of 275,410. Bos- 
ton proper has 560,892, and the 37 
adjacent towns and cities, 601,305. 
This places her fifth in the list of 
largest American cities.

A SHIP IN A CITY STREET, 


San Francisco Has 
Built on a Stranded Hulk, 

The Front street building which rests 
upon the wreck of a beached ship may 
be the only one of the sort in New 
York, but at least in one other city 
there Is a similar structure and locally 
a better known one, for the reason that 
the building preserves the name of the 
ship. 

This is In San Francisco, where none 
may aspire to rank in the ploneer or 
“forty-niner” class unless he can dis- 
tinetly remember “when the water 
came up to Montgomery street,’ which 
relatively to the present pler and bulk- 
head line represents a distance much 
farther Inland than Front street tn 
New York. At the time when Mont- 
gomery street had only one side, being 
In reallty the beach, the bay of San 
Francisco was crowded with all sorts 
of ships lying tdle for the simple rea- 
son that all hands and the cook had 
skipped out for Sutter's Fort and the 
mines. It was Impossible to get the 
ships discharged. Men would never 
consent to be stevedores on the beach 
when they could be millionaires at the 
mines. That Is why many of the car- 
goes were never broached except when 
there was need of something to fill up 
the mudholes on the beach streets. No 
argonaut would respect himself if he 
could not tell of the tlme when he saw 
the streets along the water front paved 
with plug tobacco In boxes. 

One of this fleet, abandoned and der- 
elict at her anchors, the good ship NI- 
antic, parted her cables in one of the 
stiff winds for which the Golden Gate 
is notorious, drifted ashore on the mud 
flat at the foot of Clay street and 
found a conventent and sticky berth 
about a hundred yards offshore on the 
line of the present Sansome street.

the pumps to clear it out. In fact, 
nothing could have been better for a 
warehouse and general chandlery. The 
hold made an excellent cellar, the floor 
of the second story was supported by 
the lower masts at the tops, the roof 
was fixed at the crosstrees, and the 
royal masts were left standing above 
the roof, with the signal halyards 
ready hove, to serve for flagstaffs.

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CITY ELECTION. 

The annual election of Mayor, Board 
of Aldermen, and other Woburn city 
officers, will be held on Dee. 11. The 
preliminaries for it will be completed 
next Wednesday when the Social Demo- 
crats are to hold their caucus. 

Iu no former campaign has so little 
stir over the event been known as there 
seems to be in this. It is in sharp 
contrast with Jast year when Lawyer 
John P. Feeney kept every city Ward 
in a turmoil and would have beaten 
Davis by 125 votes Sut for a Demo 
cratic factional fight in Ward 2, over 
which he could get 06 control. 

Among the hosts of anti-Democratic 
voters nobody can be found who wants 
the office of Mayor except His Honor, 


Mr. Davis. Numerous Republicans 
have spurned offers of it, and it is 
probable the Party will act inde. 


pendently and without a candidate in 
the contest. If the Democratic pro- 
gramme is carried out at the conven 
tion many bolters will emphasize their 
independence of machine rule on elec- 
tion day. The Socialists are har- 
monious, but vumerically weak. 

General Apathy appears to be in 
command, which means a victory for 
Davis, unless John W. Johnson Esq., 
is a candidate; if so, he will be elected 
The best of the Democracy and a great 
maoy Republicans would vote for him. 

The same indifference prevails con 
cerning the other official berths as is 
manifested towards the Mayoralty. A 
considerable vumber of the present 
Aldermen have declined to run again, 
or ‘don’t care a darn about it, any- 
way.” Mr. Thomas Moore has had 
all he wants of city official life and 
refuses to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. Several members of the School 
Board will have no more of it. And 
so on to the end of the chapter. 

In short, there appears to prevail an 
indifference to the result of the coming 
election never before, or hardly ever, 
felt by the voters of this city. 


Last Saturday evening the Woburn 
Municipal League met at their head- 
quarters and unanimously nominated 
Hon. William F. Davis for a third 
term. The nomination was not only 
unanimous but it was enthusiastic. It 
was a foregone conclusion. When such 
men as President Blodgett of the City 
Council, Gerry Barker, E. C. Cottle, 
Perey Linscott, great admirers of 
Mayor Davis and bis administration, 
put their shoulders to the wheel things 
have got to go, or break, and Davis’s 
success was assured when they did it. 

Now, if Davis will fight shy of the 
men who run his campaign last year 
and sold him out at the last moment, 
there can no reasonable doubt of 
his election. Tt is not likely that the 
Republicans will make a nomination, 
for there is no one in the Party who 
wants the office, nor will they officially 
endorse any candidate, which will give 
Davis ao open field and fair fight, in 
which no Democrat, unless it be John 
W. Johnson, Esq., can hope to win.

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


The Republican Party of this city 
will hold a delegate convention at Re- 
pubhean Headquarters on Main street 
4.45 o'clock Monday afternoon, Nov. 
26, for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for city and school offices. The 
nominations will not, as we understand 
it, include a candidate for Mayor, it 
being thought best to allow that posi- 
tion to go by default. 

It will be the duty of the convention 
to select eight candidates for Aldermen- 
at-Large, one member of the Board of 
Public Works, and three School Com- 
mitteemen, 

Farther than this it is not likely the 
convention will go. An effort is being 
made to induce it to vote an endorse- 
ment of Mayor Davis for another elec- 
tion, but the idea is not favorably en- 
tertained by large share of the Party, 
and will probably be abandoned. They 
think it would be the height of absur- 
dity for a Republican convention to en- 
dorse the nomination of a rank Demo- 
crat for a high office, and as for play- 
ing the role of tail to the Municipal 
League dog, that is not to be seriously 
thought of for a single moment.

The subject of this ebituary, Mr. 
HARRY G. HARTWELL, oldest son of 
Mr. and Mra. Frederic A. Hartwell of 
Pleasant street, this city, died of_ pneu- 
monia on Friday, Nov. 16, 1900, at Worces- 
ter, Mass., which place had been his 
home for the last eight years, sincerely 
lamented by all who knew him.

A DISH OF PORPOISE. 


WHOLESOME AND VERY SAVORY 
WHEN PROPERLY COOKED. 


These Sean Swine Is 
Landed York City, the 
Event Brings Joy to the Hearts of 
the Population of “Little Italy,” 


When One of

That playful mammal the porpoise, 
which gives so much joy to children on 
steamers, Is not hunted anywhere in 
the vicinity of New York. But occa- 
sionally one of the fisher boats that 
bring their fares of fish to the great 
market at the foot of Fulton street on 
the East river finds in a net a drowned 
porpoise. The creature swam Into the 
net and was not able to get out, Being 
a mammal, or warm blooded animal, it 
is compelled to rise for the purpose of 
breathing, which it does through Its 
blowhole just behind the neck. But 
when entangled in a net It is unable to 
rise to the surface and is drowned in 
its own element. 

The huge often weighing 
from 200 to 400 pounds, Is dressed by 
the fishermen and put Into the tank 
and brought to the market, where it Is 
kept in the refrigerating tank until Fri- 
day morning, when it Is sold to Italians 
by auction. The suecessful bidder al- 
ways subdivides his fish. He keeps 
half for himself, and the rest is shared 
out among truck peddlers of Mulberry 
street, where the Italians congregate. 

Then there ts joy in Little Italy. The 
news Is spread all over the colony, wo- 
men going to thelr friends to tell the 
tidings. Very early In the morning a 
crowd gathers round the store of the 
padrone, who has the half porpoise dis- 
played in all its hugeness upon a slab 
of wood. I ins, head, tail and insides 
had been removed by the fishing folk, 
and there nothing save the solid 
meat and the great backbone. The col- 
or Is a deep red, except the belly streaks, 
which are lighter and are streaked with 
fat and resemble pork very closely in- 
deed. This is the meaning of the name, 
for porpolse Is a corruption of the old 
London Latin, pore-pisee. In Roman 
Latin this would have been porcus 
piscis. The men of the north call these 
animals sea swine, and this is preserv- 
ed In the French marsoulin, which they 
undoubtedly learned from the Nor- 
mans. 

The Italian padrone begins business 
about 7 o'clock in the morning. His 
price Is 4 cents a pound for all quanti- 
ties, large or small, His seales are 
above bis bead. His customers sur- 
round him in an anxious ring, each 
provided with wrapping paper. His 
watchful and affectionate family take 
the money and bring from time to ime 
a freshly sharpened knife. The pa- 
drone first cuts off a chunk of about 40 
pounds snd then proceeds rapidly to 
subdivide it according to the wants of 
the buyers. Slice after slice of the deep 
fiesh falls before his knife and passes 
into the paper of the customers. The 
belly parts are put on one side; they 
are not for sale, having been ordered 
in advance by the restaurants of the 
quarter, 

Italian cooking Is so excellent, es- 
pecially as regards fish, that amateurs 
of good living constantly visit them 
undeterred by their appearance, which 
is rather squalid, though some are 
neatness itself. Here the porpoise Js 
sold as horse mackerel for some reason 
or other not on the surface and is 
served with various sauces of the most 
palatable character, 

The women of the colony fry It 
usually in rancid olive oll, which some- 
what more than offsets any fishy flavor 
that may exist, which is doubtful. For 
while au ancient and fishlike smell 
most undoubtedly does salute the nos- 
trils in front of fish stores in this quar- 
ter there is no odor arising from the 
immense muss of flesh at which the 
padrone tolls. In fact, there can be 
no doubt that the meat of the porpoise 
is flesh and not ish. And It may be 
added that this meat Is wholesome and 
very savory when properly cooked, 

The porpoise is not subject to the 
many diseases to which land swine are 
Hable, and that the flesh Is sayory Is 
certaip from the affection the Itallane 
have for it. Even the Sicilians admit 
cheerfully that It is as good as the 
sworditish cutlet, which is the great 
delicacy of Messina, And Italians 
from other parts believe It to be tn- 
finitely better, Porpolse was Indeed 
once a royal dainty and was served 
at all state banquets. Sometimes it 
wus boiled in vinegar or thin white 
wine—about the same thing—aud some- 
times great slices were covered with 
puste and baked and eaten with a 
sauce of prunes and spice.—New York 
Bun.

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THE AFTER DINNER NAP 


A Chatom Paaed on Sound Hygtente 
Principles, 
of the fnstitutions 
is a rood, all purpose word- that should 
revived, maintained and, where 
necessary, established In the world is 
the after dinner nap, In a savage or 
bonetvilized state of society man sleeps 
when he is sleepy and eats when he ts 
ttungry. As he becomes enlightened 
nnd artificial he limits and defines him- 
velf In stich matters. He divides the 
lays Into mealtime and defers sleep 
until work is done and all the places 
are closed up. His health is supposed 
to be preserved by his eating at this 
hour and that and his sleeping at the 
ither, It is worthy of remark that, 
with all this reguiation, Insomnia and 
indigestion are diseases of clyilization, 
Since the era of regulation began the 
tiost natural and sensible rule, and at 
one time almost universal In this coun- 
try, is that dividing the hours of day 
by three meals, called respectively 
breakfast, dinner and supper, the first 
soon after rising in the morning, the 
second at noon and the third tn the 
evening, Breakfast naturally follows 
sleep, dinner Is the heaviest meal and 
comes after a half day’s toil to repair 
dumages and fortify for another half 
lay, and supper comes when, In the 
evening, In more ways than one, the 
awallows homeward fly and ts the so- 
clal meal of the day. This Is the old 
nnd proper order, which has been devi- 
tted from of late years by placing 
luncheon at midday and postponing 
dinner till dark or even later, a system 
for which no such philosophical rea- 
sons can be given as for the old plan. 

When the world was older than It fs 
now and more leisurely and less bent 
on driving Itself Into paralysis, loco- 
motor ataxia, paresis, hypochondria, 
dyspepsia, softening of the brain and 
insanity, In the original plan of life the 
dinner, the midday meal, was followed 
by a sleep, commonly called a nap. 
Nature's gentle hint to sleep was fol- 
lowed, and from this the sleeper arose 
strengthened and refreshed to complete 
the labors of the day. The custom was 
found among the larger and Important 
quadrupeds, and there are traces of it 
in the oldest historical records, 

In warm countries and among Latin 
people the midday sleep has never been 
broken in upon. All the Spantsh peo 
ple and their derivations call it the 
slesta. It Is observed tn all their coun- 
tries with more faithfulness than any 
of the articles of religon, After the 
family dinner, at which all eat, all 
sleep. The merchant shuts up his 
store, the lawyer his office, the gambler 
Inys down his hand, whatever It Is, and 
all lay them down to sleep. This ts 
generally regarded, even by the north- 
ern people, as a good thing in a hot 
country and for the dark people, It 
may be added further that the slesta 
{n any country where the sun shines 
and for any people ts a good thing. 

The sleep allowance which the most 
highly enlightened people crowd {nto 
the night alone is frequently a few 
hours, and that fs not enough. It is not 
the allowance suggested by nature and 
must be Inereased, It ts full of devils 
of blue and other tints and nightmares, 
and tires rather than refreshes. The 
sleep proposed by old fashioned na- 
ture after a good dinner was the real 
thing and should never have been 
abandoned, It helped tired nature in a 
good time and pieced out, as it were, 
the night. 

As men and women grow old and are 
excused from active toil and are re- 
manded to the-summer poreh or win- 
ter fireside, it is noticed that they 
slumber in their chairs even in broad 
day. It Is the volee of Mother Na- 
ture saying to them, “Sleep, old 
friends, sleep on, and take the rest 
you should have taken long ago.” 
When the world has wiser grown, 
less furlously energetic, less morbidly 
avaricious, Jess painfully and fantas- 
tically industrious, less Intent on suc- 
cess or the madhouse, it may be that 
it will return to the older and simpler 
Ways and the noonday sleep. Ameri- 
cans may learn {ts value and necessity 
in their wide tropical possessions, and 
sunstroke, now a great American 
specialty, will be known no more,— 
IKXansas City Star.

New Work's Slaveship, 

When New York city owned a slave- 
ship is told in an article In Pearson's 
Magazine. The greatest impetus was 
given to the slave trade by the act of 
parliament of 1684, which legalized 
slavery In the North American colo- 
nies. This does not mean that slavery 
Was unknown in what Is now the 
United States before that time, be- 
cause as early as 1620 a Dutch man-of- 
war landed and sold 20 African ne- 
groes at Jamestown, Va. 

In 1626 the West India company !m- 
ported slaves from the West Indles to 
New York city, then New Amsterdam. 
The city itself owned shares in a slave- 
ship, advanced money for its fitting 
out and shared in the profits of Its 
voyages, This recognition and encour- 
agement may account for the astound- 
ine fact that in 1750 slaves formed 
one-sixth of the entire population of 
New York. The general prevalence of 
slavery Is shown by the fact that at 
this time there were 67 slaves In New 
York’s sinall suburb of Brooklyn, and 
that in London itself there were resi- 
dent 20,000 slaves, 

Slaves were at that time publicly 
dealt In on the London exchange. No 
wonder the traffie In human flesh was 
a recognized commerce, and that In 
1771 the English alone sent to Africa 
192 ships equipped for the trade and 
With «a carrying capacity of 47,146 
slaves per trip

DOG AND PUPPY GRATES, 


Made For the Conventent Tranapor- 
tation of These Antimata, 

The dog that Is shipped by express Is 
likely to travel In these days not only 
in safety, but also in comfort, There 
are various kinds of dog erates made 
especially for such use, some of them 
flat topped and some of those of later 
design gable topped and gome oval 
topped, so that nothing can be placed 
on top of them, Dog crates are made 
in various aizes as well as styles, some 
With open, slatted sides and ends, some 
closed all around, except for the open 
spaces left for ventilation, Cratea for 
bulldogs and dogs that gnaw are made 
with slats that, whether separated or 
set close toyether, are tron bound, so 
that the dogs can’t set their teeth In 
the edges, 

The dog crate Is provided with a cup 
for water which is so constructed that 
the yater can't spill out of It, and this 
cup is secured ip the crate under the 
end of a pipe to which there Is an open 
ing In the top of the crate through 
which the dog can be kept supplied 
Without opening the erate at all, At 
tached to the front of the crate is the 
dog's buffet, like a long canyas wallet 
or envelope, in which the dog's food 
is carried, The dog erate has at the 
ends handles by which It can be picked 
up and carried as a trunk would be. 

Besides these various sizes and styles 
of dog crates there are also made tn 
various sizes smaller, lighter crates for 
pupples, and crates of one sort and an- 
other of special sizes are made to or 
der. 

First and last there are sold a good 
many dog and puppy erates, and they 
are regular articles of stock where dog 
supplies are sold.—New York Sun,

Honting For Ostrich Eaega, 

“Onee, nnd once only,” says HH. B. 
Tristman, an English traveler in Sa- 
hara, “I had the good fortune to take 
an ostrich’s nest, although fresh eggs 
were not Infrequently brought In by 
the Arabs. We observed with our tele- 
scopes two standing for some 
time in the same spot and were in- 
duced to ride toward them, They 
rapidly seudded off, but on intersecting 
their track we turned back and re- 
traced {it Instead of continuing a vain 
pursuit. An ostrich’s track Is by no 
means ensy either to follow or to re- 
trace, for lis stride measures, when he 
is at full speed, from 22 to 28 feet, and 
the oblong Impression of two toes at so 
wide Intervals affords no very evident 
track to any expert than 
those of a Bedouin buntsman, 

“We retraced the fmpression to the 
spot where had the birds 
standing together and where the sand 
was well trodden down, Two Arabs 
at once dismounted and began to dig 
with their bands, and presently they 
brought up four fresh from a 
depth of about a foot under the warm 
sand

Comparative Longevity, 
Tt has often been remarked 
while nothing is so uncertain as the du- 


ration of any given human life nothing 
is more certain than the aggregate of 


years which may be assigned to a 
group of 100 persons or more at any 
particular age, 
at a given age, to use the actuarial 


phrase, differs considerably, as might 


be expected, In diferent countries, and 
Englishmen may be surprised to learn 
that they are not the longest living 
among the white races, 

At the age of 20 an Englishman tn 
average health muy expect to live 42 
years, and any life office will grant him 
a policy based on that probability. The 
American's expectation is for a slightly 
longer period, On the other hand, a 
German lad of 20 can count upon little 
more than 80 years and a half, 

It would seem, therefore, that the 
restlessness attributed to the American 
temperament does not necessarily con- 
duce to the shortening of life nor the 
composure of the German to Its pro- 
longation. Possibly the better feeding 
and clothing of Americans in the lower 
classes of the population are the princ!i- 
pal causes of thelr greater longevity. 
Their position Is, at any rate, main- 
tained in later as well as in earlier 
years, 

The American who has reached 60 
may look to complete 14 years more, 
while the Britisher’s expectation is on- 
Jy about 18 years and 10 months and 
the German's as nearly as possible 12 
months less. Both at 20 and at 60 the 
Prenchman's prospect 1s a little better 
than the German's and a little worse 
than the Englishinan's.—London Globe, 

Economical Training of Gunners, 

The method used in the United States 
navy for the economical training of the 
gunners is very Interesting. It Is a 
well known fact that the cost of firing 
one of the large guns used in the navy 
is very great, amounting sometimes to 
$1,000 or more. ‘To save this expense 
a very simple method is employed. In 
the case of the large guns an ordinary 
Remington rifle is secured in the breech 
of the gun and directly in the center 
of the bore, so that when it is fired its 
bullet takes the same direction as that 
of the regular projectile. The large 
gun is sighted in the usual manner, 
On account of the lesser velocity of the 
small bullet the target Is placed close 
to the ship and fs made corresponding- 
ly small. 

The method used for the 6 pounder 
or other small guns is slightly differ- 
ent, as instead of the small rifle a 
wooden or dummy cartridge the same 
size as the regular cartridge Is em- 
ployed. ‘Through the center of this 
wooden cartridge runs a rifle barrel 
which Is loaded with a .44 caliber car- 
tridge. This latter method has the ad- 
ditional advantage of giving the gun 
crew practice in loading as well as fir- 
ing.—Washington Star,

many times he had stopped his dory 
over a large number of these red cod- 
fish and watched their operations, He 
had eyen dropped his line down and 
dangled tempting bait within a few 
feet of them. Unless it happened to 
fall directly in front of their noses, 
however, they would seldom take it, 
as they were after lobster meat. When 
the thin shelled lobsters would craw] 
out from beneath the protecting sea- 
weed, the codtish would dart at them 
and strike them fierce blows with their 
tails, disabling them completely. They 
would then fall to and devour the help- 
erustaceans, ‘This performance, 
the lobster fisherman said, he had wit- 
nessed many times,—Lewiston Journal.

SOME FACTS. 


City Reports are not usually taken 
up for light reading, and itis seldom 
that their contents are analyzed and 
compared. We opine that if the voter 
and tax-payer studied them oftener, 
and was thus led to know more about 
how his money was being expended, 
our city officials would be held to a 
stricter accountability and the citizens 
would then have less cause to complain 
of the size of his tax bill. 

Atteation having been called to the 
fact that Woburn’s increase in popula- 
tion the past ten years has been a little 
better than five per cent only, we were 
led to look into the comparative cost of 
running the city’s affairs in 1890 and 
1900. The City Report for 1900 not 
being in existence, as yel, recourse was 
had to that of 1899. ‘The comparative 
expenditures in the various departments 
of the city for the years 1890 and 1899, 
wil!, we think, give our citizens some- 
thing to think about. If the city had 
increased in population and wealth at 
the same rate as have the current ex- 
penses of those departments over which 
our Mayor and city council have con- 
trol, we should have no fault to fiod 
with the result of the census. 

Our eye first struck on Salaries In 
1890, the city paid $7,750.50. To 
1899, it paid $15,518, an increase of 
one hundred per cent. 

In 1890 our Schools cost us $39,- 
044.15. In 1899, the cost was $54,- 
882.80, an increase of over forty per 
cent. School attendance, during this 
period, increased twenty-five per cent. 
In 1899, each pupil cost the city $2.30 
more than in 1890. 

In 1890, the city expended for the 
Relief of Out-Door Poor $4,158.45. 
In 1899, the expense 7,578, an 
increase of over eighty percent. In 
1890, the Almshouse cost the city 
$4,449.64. In 1899, it was $5,261.63, 
an increase of eighteen per cent. 

In 1890, the Police Department 
governed us for $8,529 04. In 1809, 
we seem to have behaved about forty- 
two per cent worse, and paid our 
guardians of the peace no Jess than 
$12,115.41. 

Tn 1890, the Health of the city was 
preserved ata total expense of $417,090. 
In 1899, the Board of Health took care 
of us for $1,670.14—an increased 
doctor’s bill of about three hundred per 
cent. 

In 1890, the Fire Department cost 
$10,840.11. In 1899, it cost the city 
$13,280.67, being an increase of some 
twenty percent. Meanwhile insurance 
rates have also very largely increased, 
a fact which is rather hard to explain, 
or ought to be, for the insurance com- 
panies. 

In 1890, Election Expenses were 
$1,195.65 Iu 1899, they had gone up 
over thirty per cent and our voting cost 
the city $1,587.95. 


was 


In 1890, Street Lighting cost the city 
$6,748.42. In 1899, the cast was 
$10,479.04, an inverease of fifty-four 
per cent. We believe there were no 
more highway robberies, or other deeds 
of darkness, in 1890, than in 1899, 
and the increased expenditure for street 
lighting seems not to have saved the 
city anything in the matter of damages 
for defective highways. 

But there is one important depart- 
ment which shows no material change 
in this period of nine years. While 
we have been taxing ourselves to pay 
our officials larger salaries ; to give our 
School Committee more money to 
spend; to increase the pay rolls of the 
Police and Fire Departments ; to change 
darkness into light on comparatively 
unimportant thoroughfares; to give 
good fees to the election officers; to 
provide generously fur the poor, and to 
muintain the activity of our Board of 
Health, we have been careful to show 
no extravagance in appropriating 
money for the Highways. Ip 1890, 
there was expended $16,144.42 on the 
roads, and, iv 1899, the amount (apart 
from special loan for macadamizing 
Main street) was $16,569.58, an in- 
crease of Jess than three per cent. In 
this connection, it is significant that, ip 
1899, the city paid over $2,000 for 
injuries caused by defective highways, 
while, in 1890, nothing was paid on 
this account. 

While no doubt a portion of this 
lurge increase of expenditures in the 
running of the above departments is 
consistent with an economical adminis- 
tration of the city’s business, it does 
not seem reasonable to suppose that the 
whole or any great part of it can be 
satisfactorily accounted for, With 
population, property holdings and busi- 
ness remaining vearly stationary from 
1890 to 1899, it does seem ag if the 
tax payer Ought not to be called upon 
to assume burdens which, in the de- 
partments referred to, average fifty per 
cent more than they did nine years ago. 
If the expenditures on the highway de- 
partment in 1899, could be kept within 
the limits of 1890, it seems strange 
that the same economy, or something 
approaching it, could pot have been 
practised in some of the other depart- 
ments. 


CONGRESS. 


The closing session of the present 
Congress began lust Monday, Dee. 38. 
It will expire on March 4, 1901. There 
are many important matters before it, 
but the general impression is that, 
owing to its shortness, vot very much 
will be done. As usual, the Presi- 
deut’s Message was read at the open- 
ing, and time taken to consider it by 
the members.

The no license cause received an im 
petus in this city last Monday 
which, it is generally believed, will give 
ita handsome victory next Tuesday, 
The credit for it was due almost solely 
to the St. Charles Catholic Total Absti- 
nence Society, the oldest temperance 
organization in Woburn, and one that 
stands second to none in the amount of 
ood it has done in this community. 
‘he Society is Callie na of young men 
whose faces are hard set against the 
liquor evil, and especially against those 
engaged in the traffic. 

Realizing that something must be done 
at once to aid the good cause on elec- 
tion day, and to carry the city for "No 
License,” if possible, the Society engaged 
at large expense Mrs, Lena M. Lake of 
St. Louis, 3d Vice-President of the 
National C, 'T. A. Union of America, one 
of the most eloquent women in the 
country, to come here on the evening of 
Dec. 3, and lecture on practical temper- 
ance work. Notice of the meeting was 
given in the newspapers, from all the 
city pulpits, and in other ways, and the 
result was, that Lyceum Hall was 
crowded with people interested to hear 
the truth on the subject. 

Mr. Fred J. Rice, President of the 
Society, presided, and Rey. Henry A. 
Walsh, its Spiritual Adviser, warmly 
welcomed Mrs. Lake, Mayor Davis, and 
the great audience to the hall. 

During her strong and eloquent argu- 
ments and appeals, an hour in length, 
Mrs. Lake was frequently interrupted 
by loud and prolonged applause, thus 
showing that her audience were in full 
Sympathy with her ideas and words, 
She is one of the finest orators on the 
lecture platform.

More- 
over, it was said that sermons were 
preached in scores of pulpits every 


Sunday against the great rural vice of 
cow racing and its effects on the na- 
tion. The matter got into the London 
papers, and all over the country the 
hews was spread, 

Everybody asked what was cow rac- 
Ing. It was explained that a wide- 
spread custom in country districts, es 
pecially on Saturdays, was to collect 
cows and race them as if they were 
horses, each one being ridden by a 
special jockey, and that grand stands 
were erected, betting rings formed and 
hundreds of people attended the races, 

Then followed harrowing accounts of 
the way the poor cows were ridden to 
dedth and died on the course, and so 
forth. Great astonishment reigned jv- 
erywhere till it was found the whole 
thing originated in a sermon a certain 
rector had preached because two farm- 
hands had chased some cows round a 
field and bet on the fastest. Result: A 
little homily on cruelty and gambling 
by the parson, reported badly in a 
country paper, The statement grew on 
the snowball principle till it shook all 
Britain, and then it died. 

It was reported lately that as a doc- 
tor was driving a friend to a Surrey 
village the horse, a fine, big animal, 
showed signs of thirst. The doctor 
pulled him up at a wayside fountain a 
mile or two from the town, and the 
horse drank a good deal of water very 
quickly.

Inatancesn Where They Have Recol- 
lected Injuries and Have Revenged 
Them—A Cane of a Horse Who Tarn- 
ed Life Saver. 


Authenticated Instances of the horse's 
memory under circumstances the most 
trying—in fact, where man himself 
for the time being has relied solely 
on the intelligence and memory of his 
tteed In preference to his own—are 
tInany and place the horse in a highly 
creditable light. 

An instance is on record of a man 
riding a young horse in a most difficult 
part of the country, perfectly unknown 
to him. After a great deal of perse- 
verance and many inquiries he at last 
reached his destination. Two years 
later he had occasion to travel the 
same roads again. Night closed in and 
left him in a most trying section of his 
journey, still many miles from his des- 
tination. In the darkness there was 
ho light or other guide to lead him 
through his labyrinthian way. Per- 
ceiving his utter Impotency to guide his 
horse to his destination, In sheer de- 
spair he abandoned the reins and al- 
lowed his horse to choose its own 
course, and, wonderful to relate, this

Another 
instant and the horrified spectators ex- 
pected to see the child crushed beneath 
the approaching car. The horse gave 
a strange little “ninny’” and suddenly 
veered toward the track, picked the 
ehild up quickly by Its clothes and 
switched {it sideways from the track 
just in time to save It from a horrible 
death. 

Occasionally the horse displays un- 
paralleled obstinacy, suffering himself 
to be lashed and bruised in the severest 
manner rather than yield to the wishes 
of his master. In most instances there 


is some discoverable cause for such 
perversity, though in some there ap- 
pears to be no other Impulse save 


that of a stubborn and willful disposi- 
tion. Many have witnessed a draft 
horse working lustily and cheerfully 
all at once stand still on coming to a 
certain spot, and no coaxing that could 
be offered or punishment that could be 
inflicted would cause him to move one 
step until he was blindfolded, and 
then he would push forward as if 
nothing had happened. 

On one occasion an expressman’s 
horse took one of these obstinate fits. 
The most shameful tortures were had 
to by the expressman, but 
all to no purpose, It seemed as though 
the animal would allow himself to be 
cut to pieces rather than stir one foot 
As a last recourse the expressman 
threw a chain around the animal's 
heck and yoked it to another horse, 
but no sooner did the obstinate ani- 
mal perceive the purpose in view than 
he rushed forward, and afterward the 
mere jingling of a chain was sutticient 
to put him out of the sulks. 

Though Providence seems to have 
implanted in the horse a benevolent 
disposition, with at the same time a 
certain awe of the human race, yet 
there are instances on record of his 
recollecting injuries and feirfully re- 
venging them. A person near Boston 
was In the habit, whenever he wished 
to catch his horse in the field, of tak- 
ing a quantity of corn in a measure 
by way of bait. On calling to him 
the horse would come up and eat the 
corn while the bridle was put over his 
head. But the owner, having deceived 
the animal several times by calling

A BRastness Man Who Has Found That 
It Paya. 

"T always have confidence In people 
who save a little money out of thelr 
salaries,” said a prominent western 
merchant, “and I do what IT can to 
encourage habits of thrift. 1 employ 
about 75 clerks in my establishment, 
to whom I pay weekly salaries ranging 
from $10 to $40. Naturally enough 
more of them get the former than the 
latter amount, but they are none the 
less worthy on that account. 

“In the beginning, when I employed 
only two people, I lived pretty close to 
them, and I knew how thriftless they 
could be when they were not encour- 
aged to be otherwise. I have discharg- 
ed more clerks for that sort of thing 
than for any other cause. They spent 
their salaries, large or small as might 
be, In a reckless fashion and let debt 
accumulate quite regardless of the 
rights of creditors, 

“As my business increased, and with 
It my pr@fits and my foree of people, 
I began to*give the matter more study, 
and in the end, when I felt able to be 
of material assistance In encouraging 
thrift and honesty, I proposed a yearly 
recognition to those who would save 
something out of their salaries. It was 
small at first, but was so successful 
that today I haven't a eli «xk who has 
not some kind of a bank account and 
not one who willfully refuses to pay 
his debts. When we get a new one 
who refuses to take advantage of the 
opportunitges afforded, we let him go 
at the end of the first year. 

“My present plan Is to double the 
savings of all clerks who receive $10, 
$12 and $15 a week; to add 25 per cent 
to all who receive from $15 to $25 and 
10 for those over $25. A clerk on $15 
a week or under cannot save much, 
but as a rule that class of clerks have 
no one to maintain but themselves, 
and if one cannot save more than $25 
out of his year’s labor it Is rather 
pleasant for him to get $25 clear profit. 
Those who receive the larger amounts 
usually have families, and their sav- 
ings are not large, but whatever they 
are they are comfortably increased. 

“One of my $1,200 a year clerks, with 
a wife and two small children, saved 
$400 Inst year, and my check for $100 
additional was deposited to his account 
the day after New Year's. A young 
woman in charge of a department at 
$900 a year has almost paid for a nice 
little cottage in the suburbs out of her 
extra, and so the list runs on through 
every branch of the business. I make 
it a condition that all current obliga- 
tions must be met at the end of the 
year, so that the savings are actual net 
profit. 

“Invery year some of the clerks are 
not entitled to any extra, but if this is 
the result of sickness I assume a part 
or all of the doctor's bills. You may 
say It costs something for me to do 
this and | am under no obligation to 
do it, and you are right. But I bave 
the best class of clerks in the city, and 
as n result 1 guess | don’t lose enough 
by it to necessitate an assignment at 
an carly date,” and the merchant smil- 
ed with very evident satisfaction,— 
Washington Star.

Quicksilver, 

The ore from which quicksilver Is ob- 
tained is a brilliant red rock known ag 
cinnabar. When of high purity, It 1s 
actually vermilion In color. Cinnabar 
is the original source of the pigment 
known commercially as vermilion, It 
is a compound of sulphur and quick- 
silver, and in order to separate the lat- 
ter from the sulphur the ro@® js roast- 
ed. Passing off in the form of aguas, 
the mereury is afterward condensed 
and flows out in a fine stream, like a 
continuous pencil of molten silver, 

The discovery of the famous Cal{for- 
nia mines came about in an odd sort of 
way by observation of the vermilion 
paint with whieh certain Indians tn 
that part of the country frescoed their 
bodies. It was ascertained where they 
got the pigment, and thus were revealed 
the rich deposits which subsequently 
became of such commercial 
tance. Like gold and silver, mercury Is 
occasionally found In a native or pure 
state. Sometimes the miner's pick 


penetrates a cavity that contains a cup- | 


ful or more of the elusive and beauti- 
ful fluid 

Miners suffer much from the polson- 
ouseffectsof the quicksilver fumes, Ex- 
treme cleanliness Js the best safeguard 
for workers in this dangerous occupa 
tion. Use is also made of a sort of lem- 
onade which serves to a certain extent 
as an antidote, a strong acid taking the 
place of lemon juice in the composition 
of the drink.—Saturday Evening Post.

SOME SUGGESTIONS. 

Last week we compared the expenses 
of various departments of the city in the 
No Licence year of 1890 with those of 
last year, ‘The figures there published 
showed that under No License the de- 
partmental expenses averaged vearly 
50 per cent less than they did under 
License in 1899, 

This large increase of expenditures 
exceeds the revenue from liquor 
licenses by many thousand dollars 
Let Mayor Davis put the pruning knife 
in deep, and bring thrugs back to where 
they were in the 1890 No Licence year, 
and not only will there be uo increase 
of taxes in 1901 as a result of the No 
License vote, but a goodly reduction. 

With no rum and good order on our 
streets our Police department can be 
reduced to what it was before a con- 
tinued series of Licence years compel- 
led an increase of the force, In 1890 
there were only 376 arrests; while in 
1899 there were 842. We opine that 
the arrests for 1901 will be even less 
than they were in 1890 and with so 
much less to do a corresponding reduc- 
tion should be made in the police de- 
partment. 

A similar argument will apply to 
the Department of Out-Door Relief 
which will, we believe, get back to 
where it was en years ago when the 
expenses were 80 per cent. less than 
lust year. 

And so through other departments 
about which we may have something to 
say in detail later on.

All Chinese houses are hidden from 
passersby in the street by high, blank 
walls, while on side of the 
trance are the stables and the apart- 
ments apart for the gatekeeper 
and other servants, In China the mule 
takes the place of the horse, and near 
the door of the courtyard a well 
groomed, well fed mule will generally 
be found hitehed to an iron ring in the 
wall, this being the animal which the 
master efther rides or harnesses to his 
cart. When a visitor is expected after 
accepting an invitation, if the hostess 
and her daughter-in-law are not in 
waiting to receive the guests, there are 
sure to be half a dozen women sery- 
ants, while the family will be in wait- 
ing in the court beyond, They will be 
drt In their finest apparel, rich 
silks, magnificently embroidered, with 
the hair elaborately dressed and adorn- 
ed with jewels, and bearing rich silver 
and gilt fans, also much decked with 
jewels. On entering the guest ad- 
dresses the mother-in-law first and 
afterward the other ladies, the visitor, 
if a womsn, being welcomed fn the 
Chinese fashion—by placing one closed 
hand upon the other and moving it up 
and down. If the children have been 
brought out for inspection, as is very 
generally the case, they will be drawn 
up in line and will greet the visitor 
with a pretty and graceful courtesy. 

As a rule, Chinese children will be 
found extremely pleasing and attract- 
ive, their quaint and fascinating Ilt- 
tle dresses, Jackets and trousers, which 
sult their dark skins and bright 
so admirably, lending much to the gen 
eral, happy effect. A Chinese house 
hold ts a community in which the par- 
ents are the head, over which the moth- 
er rules with a rod of iron. Each son 
must bring his wife to his mother’s 
house on his marriage, and he must 
there remain with his growing family. 
Until she is fortunate enough to give 
birth to a son the position of the 
daughter-in-law is very much like that 
of an upper servant, ler life being fre- 
quently one of the greatest misery, The 
best rooms of the houses face the 
south, and these are occupied by the 
mother-in-law, having usually a 
suit of apartments, with reception, din- 
ing and bed rooms, which are separated 
by handsomely caryed screens. The 
flooring is of brick or stone and un- 
covered, this being even the case in the 
emperor's palaces, What is more, it is 
seldom clean and Is made the reposi- 
tory for all sorts of rubbish, being care- 
fully swept, however, when a visitor is 
expected. 

In the reception room of a well to do 
Chinese house a handsome table 
‘usually found placed against the wall 
opposite the door, with a chair on each 
side, while around are cabinets filled 
with bronze and porcelain. In the bed- 
room a k’aug, or oven bed, occupies 
more than half the space, and on this 
bed the Chinese woman spends more 
than half her existence, sewing, eating 
and gossiping thereon, and at each end 
of this bedstead are carved wardrobes. 
The dining room is separated from the 
reception room by a solid wall and not 
by sereens, as in the other apartments, 
while it must be reached by going out 
of doors, although it is under the same 
roof. The furniture consists of a bigh, 
square table, with two or more polish 
ed and none too comfortable looking 
chairs, side tables for the serving of 
the many dishes which go to form the 
meal, and upon the wall inseriptions in 
Chinese characters. 

On the threshold the hostess steps on 
one side and entreats her guest to en 
ter, which the latter, to be polite, must 
strenuously refuse, requesting her 
hostess to precede her, ‘This lttle bit 
of Chinese etiquette can be prolonged 
for some time, when of course the 
guest enters first, as was originally 
intended, She is then conducted 
the place of honor, this being the chair 
at the right of the table, which she 
must at first refuse, repeating the 
previous meaningless performance, 
ending by occupying the place. Vipes 
are then brought in, but if the visitor 
is a foreigner and does not smoke the 
hostess foregoes her accustomed puff. 
Presently tea is brought in, clear as 
amber, flavored with tlowers and sery- 
ed without sugar or cream, 

With it are served delicate small 
cakes, sweetineats, candied fruits, red 
#ruit marmalade pressed into small 
squares and walnuts browned in hot 
ofl and dipped in sirup. What is con- 
sidered vulgar tn Wugland is considered 
polite in China, for during the meal 
the guest must smack her lips to show 
the meal is appreciated, Very few are 
educated, the great majority being 
able to neither write nor read, Proba- 
bly first of all the guest will be asked 
her age, for the Chinese ask the most 
pointed and personal questions. ‘The 
older she is the more admirable will 
she appear in the eyes of her hostess,

The British Nation Has Paid £20,000 
For “Place” Among Othern, 

The word “place,” there 
was a deal of bother a short time ago, 
cost a trifle over £4,000 a letter, and It 
may cost a great deal more before It 
becomes obsolete. 

We all know that a “place” is a 
place, and no amount of fighting and 
money spending can make it anything 
else, but until recently to ask a Judge 
What was a “place” in the strict legal 
sense was to court one’s own ruin un- 
less one had considerable fortune, The 
meaning of the word has now, how- 
ever, been decided, thongh it not 
everybody wha ean understand exactly 
what the decision is. But any lawyer 
is now In a position to define a “place” 
for you at 6s, Sd. a time after upward 
of £20,000 has been expended in ob- 
taining a real, solid, stable definition, 

To the average landsman a ship ts 
“outward bound” when it has started 
from its moorings on a Journey. But 
many thousands of pounds have been 
spent trying to extract from our learn- 
ed judges an authoritative definition 
of the expression. 

The matter 4vas discussed In the 
admiralty court for six hours on end 
not long ago. It was an Insurance 
case, and the policy of insurance only 
covered the time ‘between the vessel 
being outward bound and homeward 
bound,” and the law was asked to de- 
clde whether the ship was “outward 
bound” when an accident occurred, She 
had left the docks and was steaming 
down the river. She had her full crew, 
all her passengers and all her cargo. 
Surely, then, she was “outward 
bound?’ No, she was not, for the 
reason that she intended to stop some 
distance down the river to take in a 
little extra coal for her own consump- 
tion, To be “outward bound” a vessel 
must have uo intention of stopping for 
any purpose whatever until she reaches 
her first port of call. If she does not 
Intend to make any such stop, she is 
“outward bound” as soon has 
swung herself out of dock and Is sail- 
ing or steaming down river. She may 
even be made to stop, but she must not 
anticipate or intend to stop. She ts 
only “outward bound” when she fs on 
her actual Journey and not on a pre- 
liminary trip to piek up passengers, 
mails, cargo, coals, water or anything 
like that. And this decision, which 
will last so long as it is uncentested, 
has cost thousands of pounds to arrive 
at. 

If a will be made and some of the 
words are erased, so that they cannot 
be read wthout a lens, are those words 
“apparent? Such a queston has oe- 
eurred more than once, and the bills 
for their decision have been very, very 
long. In the case just mentioned the 
words would not be “apparent,” the 
ruling being that for words to be “ap- 
parent” they must be readable without 
the need of any artificial facilities. 

The word “accident” has bothered a 
good many hiwyers, and there is plenty 
of life in it yet. If you were stung by 
a bee and your death resulted directly 
from that sting, could your next of kin 
obtain the amount of your accident in- 
surance policy? Such a roisfortune 
hardly fits in with one’s conception of 
an “accident; yet how could It 
rank? It would be an “accident,” but 
there must be no unusual stupidity on 
the part of the person stung for it to 
rank in law. If, for instance, the 
person were pulling the bee by the near 
lind leg in such a manner as to cause 
it annoyance, so that it might reason- 
ably be expected to sting the person, 
it would not be an “accident.” What 
it would be undecided. We can 
only suggest “suicide,” for sudden 
death from unnatural causes must be 
either accidental, murderous or sulci- 
dal, and, as a bee is not amenable to 
British laws, it could not be murder. 

When # man is summoned before a 
court of Justice, is he “brought” before 
the court? Some laws lay down that 
for certain offenses persons must be 
“brought” before a court for trial. So, 
if they are summoned, are the require- 
ments of the acts complied with? In 
law they are, for the reason that a 
summons signed by a justice is sup- 
posed to compel a person to appear as 
ordered; hence he is “brought” by the 
summons, I[t is a small point, but it 
cost £400 before it was finally settled. 
—London Answers.

Trentment For Sprainna, 

The prevalence of sprains and strains 
owing to the indulgence in athletle 
exercises of all kinds moves an au 
thority on the treatment of these pain- 
ful accidents to say: 

A little common sense treatment Is 
often all that is needed when the strain 
is at ankle or wrist and without com- 
plications, It will swell very alarming- 
ly at first and gradually develop a 
frightful looking bruise, but from the 
first It should have complete rest and 
a treatment of hot and cold douches, 
the hot being used at first, when the 
swelling is patnful, and the cold later 
on, as a of tonic to the relaxed 
muscles. The hot must be yery hot 
and the cold very cold, as the tepid 
water does harm rather than good. 

Tor the first day of a strain, when 
all the wrenched cartilages and mus- 
cles are aching, great relief is found in 
a poultice of egg and salt. ‘To make it, 
beat the white of an egg till light, but 
not stiff. Stir in gradually a cup and 
a half of salt, or more if needed, to 
make a thick, pastelike icing. Spread 
this on a cloth and bandage in place. 
Cover all with oil silk or a thick bath 
towel to protect the sheets, since the 
egg leaks out continually. After this 
hus relieved the soreness begin with 
hot water fomentations and wear a 
light, firm bandage, except at night.

THE DEBATE. 

In accordance with previous notice 
aud arrangements, the question,** Which 
is Woburn’s greater need, a new school- 
house or better streets,” was thoroughly 
and ably discussed at a meeting of the 


Men's League in the lectureroom of 
Kirst church last’ Friday evening 
Promivent men and women filled the 


large vestry. 

The disputants on both sides had 
solid ground to work on, and it was 
improved, The principals were George 
I. Bean for the schoolhouse, and Frank 
B. Richardson for the roads. They 
had prepared themselves and theretore 
guve audience something worth 
hearing, and of real importance, 
the subject. Mr, Bean supported his 
arguments with facts and figures which 
rendered his position impregnable, 
while Mr, Richardson, who is an adept 
in the use of language, could only 
emphasize public speech in relation to 
the streets lor the last several years 
He, however, as he is entirely capable 
of doing, made out a strong case for 
his side. Of course, one could not be 
certain about it, but the impression 
prevailed that, with the spectators, the 
schoolhouse was the popular — side. 
Alderman Blodgett made a strong argu- 
ment in support of the schoolhouse, 
and fortified his reasoning by sta.ements 
of facts which the roadsters could not 
easily get around. Ineidentally Mr. 
Blodgett put some of the debaters into 
rather bad holes. 

Someone attempted to show that by 
a return to the ancient and worm eaten 
two sessions system the present High 
School building could be made to do 
very well for several years to come, 
The proposition was not well received, 
and Principal Owen, by statements 
that nove could gainsay, gave that 
system a blow which probably settled 
its fate for all time to come, He 
showed conclusively that the two 
sessions plan could not possibly work 
under the present or any other sensible 
arrangement of s.udies, aud Supt. Emer- 
son is of the same opinion. Mr 
Emerson is at the head of our schools, 
and Mr. Owen is Principal of the High 
School, and from whom could sounder 
opinions on the subject be expected than 
from them? And besides, Supt. Emer- 
son has rendered a valuable service in 
behalf of the erection of a new school- 
house by gathering all the facts bearing 
oo the question and embodying them in 
a report, from which every particle of 
information to a perfect 
understanding of the subject may be 
gained He shows beyond question 
the absolute necessity of more room 
und better accommodations for our 
schools. The real point is this: the 
injury sustained by a graduating class 
which, from a lack of accommodations, 
facilities, etc., leave the im- 
perfectly taught, can never be repaired, 
The class have gone beyond the reach 
of instructors; their school days are 
over and cannot be recalled; and their 
loss of education, from the above 
Causes, can never be made up. On 
the other hand, the roads can wait, as 
they bave been doing for lo, these many 
years, and nobody greatly hurt. 

Mr. Bean brought out this point, the 
vital one, clearly and argued it very 
strongly. 

Mr. Jobn R, Carter and others spoke 
in favor of the roads, and Mr. Bean 
closed the debate for the schoolhouse. 

The discussion was a good thing. It 
will at least set the people to thinking, 
and furthermore, it supplied informa- 
tion which was needed by the public

GRATIFYING RESULT. 

The elections in the second batch of 
cities (eighteen in all) held on ‘Tues- 
day brought added strength to the no- 
license column, Woburn and Salem 
voting no, and that have for 
years stood solidly against the saloon 
increasing their vote. We desire to 
call special attention to the results this 
year in Waltham and Salem. Last 
year these two cities, after four years 
of no-license regime, were swung into

In both cases the 
argument was the same, namely, that 
the fact that liquor would be sold 


legally attracted people from adjoining 
territory, on Saturday nights especially, 
aud that traders iu other 
lives would certainly be profited by in- 
in their sales. ‘lhe argument 
was effective, and the overturn was due 
to the votes cast by these business meu 
and others they were able to influence. 
The year was not half gone before the 
business men of both cities realized the 
mistuke they had made. In Salem, in 
six months under license, the arrests 
for drunkenness increased from an 
average of 134 for the no-license years 
to 699, and the added cost for police 
and for the care of victims of drink,

was more than half the entire sum 
received for licenses. ‘The conditions 
in Waltham were uot so bad us iv 


Salem, for the surrounding population 
is not only less dense, but has less of 
the mechanic class iu the population ; 
but the fact that in six montis there 
were more arrests for drunkenness than 
in the preceding two years, and that 
disturbances the peace were of 
alinost daily occurrence, furnished an 
object lesson people were forced to 
heed, ‘The electric car people felt the 
difference also, for self respecting people 
shunned them ou Saturday nights, and 
the merchants who had voted yes to in- 
crease trade found out bow great had 
been their mistake.—Arlington Advo- 
cate.

All who have been to Niagara know 
that the cataract Is divided by Goat {s- 
land, the larger portion of the fall be- 
ing on the Canadian side of the river. 


This part 1s known as the Horseshoe 
fall and was so named because years 
ago it was identical with a horseshoe 
jn shape. A few years ago a V shaped 
break occurred toward the New York 
side, and since then other changes have 
taken place, until today the Horseshoe 


fall is more like {ts original form, but

DO YOU THINK RED? 


After RNeading Thin Curtoun Article 
Teat Your Favorite Author, 

At first sight it may seem rather 
curious, but it Is a fact, that the value 
of a writer's work may be appraised 
by the color words he uses. 

Shakespeare's favorite color word was 
red. As a matter of fact that Is the 
characteristic word of most great writ- 
ers. Out of every hundred color words 
used by Shakespeare In his poems no 
fewer than 30 are red. White follows 
with 22, then comes black, 20; yellow, 
17; green, 7; blue, 4. 

It is only natural that a writer on 
country subjects should use a lot of 
green words. Red must always be the 
predominant color in writings dealing 
with the hotter passions, with love and 
war, Hven then the colors used depend 
in a remarkable manner upon the {dio- 
syncracies of the writer. 

Taking the case of the poets, green 
{s the color most used In the “Song of 


Songs.” It is also the color most used 
by Coleridge, Shelley, Keats and 
Wordsworth. Black is the predom!- 


nant color of Homer and white of Ca- 
tullus, Chaucer and Rossetti, while yel- 
low is the favorite color of that weird 
writer Poe. Red is the color of Tenny- 
son, Swinburne and Whitman. 

It must be taken Into consideration 
that the ofd writers often used color 
words in a different sense to their pres- 
ent meaning. Svume people go so far 
as to say that things looked quite dif- 
ferent to the ancients and that green 
and blue have been seen only during the 
last thousand years. 

Red is the most pleasant and yigor- 
ous of colors. It fs a joyous color, full 
of life and grit. It is the color of the 
strongest of passions. In anything deal- 
ing with man and woman red must 
have its predominant place. It is the 
color of the rich, quick blood of all 
that’s best in life. 

White {fs usually a pleasant color, es- 
pecially when associated with red, as a 
woman's white neck and red Ips, Ivory 
throat and blushing cheeks, alabaster 
forehead and rosy ears. Sometimes it 
represents cold, dull, pale, gray and 
wan things. Generally it is the color of 
innocence and purity, of sweet and 
wholesome things. 

Black as a favorite verbal color Is 
usually found in the works of writers 
of a somber, melancholic disposition. 
Such works are rarely of a healthy 
character, 

Green and blue are so closely related 
in the sense used In this article as of- 
ten to merge. Generally green is a 


fresh, sweet color, the color of the 
country and opening life. 

Blue has more to do with the imagi- 
nation. It is a learned, philosophical 
color. It Is ethereal and generally re- 
moved from everyday life. The works 
of a blue writer are deep and thought- 


ful, but rarely raise one’s enthusiasm. 
The strong, human red interest is lack- 
Ing. 

Yellow 1s a horrible color. Nearly ey- 
ery one feels a natural antipathy to 
this jaundiced hue. It and black were 
the favorite colors of Poe and thus ac- 
count for the strangeness of that origi- 
nal writer’s peculiar imaginings. 

Curlously enough, yellow loses Its 
loathsomeness if it possesses a dash of 
red or if it glistens. Its synonym, 
golden, is a pleasant word and is often 
used, A novelist will call his charae- 
ter’s hair golden in the case of a hero- 
ine; he will call it yellow if she be an 
objectionable character, 

Writers use colors in the sense 
shown for the simple reason that we 
unconsciously have all our thoughts 
tinted. If in good health, we think red. 
Should our liver be out of order we 
think yellow. 

The bright, healthy majority are nat- 
urally red thinkers and read the works 
of red writers. Your jovial fellow 
looks at the world through rosy glass- 
es und sees it to be optimistically red. 
The debilitated, burnt out individual 
wearily looks through spectacles with 
yellow glasses, and the prospect is 
hopelessly miserable.—Pearson’s Week- 
ly.

Demand For Excelsior. 

The present annual production in 
this country of excelsior is about 60,000 
tons. Put to a great variety of uses, 
excelsior Is most commonly used for 
packing purposes, and in such uses it 
is employed for many very different 
kinds of things, It is used, for exam- 
ple, in the packing of things so fragile 
as eggs and things so solid as tron 
toys. In the various uses to which it is 
put excelsior is most in demand where 
manufacturing is carried op, so that 
the larger part of the great quantity of 
this material now produced in this 
country is used east of the Mississipp!
